A, I let Alice out of the car, one of her four 


boys came dashing up. ‘*Hello,” 
must be Edward.” 


“Ne,” 


I said, “you 


he responded, with friendly candor, 


“I’m Jackie; I’m the rough one.”’ He dashed off 


again and, with a glance over his shoulder at me, 
jumped wildly on his little brother, who had just 
run out of the house. 

Alice laughed shortly and shook her head. 
“He really is; I don’t know what to do about it. 
We tell him and tell him, but I suppose it’s just 
his nature.” 

As I drove off, I could still hear the pride in 
Jackie’s voice when he identified himself, and 
was sure that Jackie would be “the rough one” 
for longer than his mother dared imagine. 

We pin labels like this on our children and on 
the children of others. Then the trait is blamed 
on heredity or “‘just nature’? when, in reality, 
we've impressed it on a youngster’s personality 
almost from the cradle. 

We're all victims of such “‘tagging.”? We have 
some firm convictions about ourselves that we’ve 
never analyzed or wondered about, but simply 
accepted as truth. /’m just no good at mathemat- 
ics, for instance. When I struggled over long 
division in early grammar-school days, I be- 
came convinced of this fact, and it colored all 
my school days from then on, Maybe I’m just 
naturally not good at mathematics, but any 
contrary possibility never had a chance, once the 
pattern was set. When algebra came along, well, 
1 just Anew I wouldn’t be able to do it, and to 
this day I shudder when I see x’s and y’s sitting 
across a minus sign from each other. 


But have I learned anything from my experi- 
ence? My 11-year-old daughter remarked re- 
cently to a classmate, with resignation, “Of 
course, [’m weakest in arithmetic,’ and I re- 
membered with sudden clarity that her father 
and I had made the same comment when her 
last report card came home. 

I'm surprised that our 8-year-old son has 
learned to ride a horse at all. Kathleen loved 
horses from the time she was a small child, and 
couldn’t wait for the day that she could learn to 
ride. Every book she wanted to read was about 
horses. As she grew up, the ornaments on her 
bookshelves were nothing but horses, horses, 
horses. “Kathleen just loves horses,’’ became a 


byword in the family. When we finally decided 
to take her and her brother out in the country for 
some weekly riding lessons, we couldn’t wait to 
see Kathleen on a horse. Robert more or less 
tagged along. He’d never shown much interest 
in horses, but we felt he should learn to ride, too. 

“Robert doesn’t take to them the way Kath- 
leen does,”’ we said, as we'd said for as long as 
he could remember. | watched anxiously (being 
no horsewoman myself) as he mounted a gentle 
mare. Robert wasn’t very confident  cither. 
Everyone had agreed that horses weren’t in his 
line, but fortunately he’s a determined soul. 
Kathleen was learning to ride, so he would learn, 
too. But it took months of grim effort on his 
part, and only now do I realize the handicap we 
had put in his way. Now, when we see him gal- 
lop confidently across a field beside his sister, 
we’re uncomfortably aware that we deserve no 
credit for helping him toward his success as a 
horseman. 


[vs the same way with Kathleen’s singing. I 
have no idea that she’ll ever have an exciting 
voice, but up until this year she refused even to 
join in school singing groups. All her life, she 
heard us say, ‘“‘She takes after her mother—can’t 
even carry a tune!’ This year she had a wise 
teacher, most interested in music, who formed 
choral groups in the class and placed Kathleen 
as an alto. Surprised and encouraged, Kathleen 
has become one of the most enthusiastic, al- 
though certainly not one of the most talented, of 
the children, and wouldn’t miss singing practice 
for a bushel of ice-cream bars. And she can carry 
a tune! (Maybe I could have learned, myself.) 

Such specific handicaps, however, are small 
potatoes compared to the effect that more funda- 
mental “‘labels’’ have on character. Every family 
with more than one child has the ever-present 
hazard of comparison.

“I’m ugly,” becomes a part of 
Hazel’s inner growth, “I’m not as 
pretty as my sister.” 

Betty experiences a correspond- 
ing reaction. “I’m pretty,”’ she dis- 


covers. “I’m prettier than Hazel; 
Mother likes me because I’m 
pretty.” 


Both of them have acquired at- 
titudes that will affect the entire 
pattern of their growth, of their 
relationships toward each other 
and toward the world. 

**My brother is smart, I’m dull’; 
“I can’t make friends the way my 
sister can”; “My parents don’t like 
me’’; “I have to make trouble to get 
any attention in this family or any- 
where else’; “If I'm sick, I'm im- 
portant’—such formulas become 
a part, unrecognized perhaps and 
unadmitted, of the growing up of 
individuals. All of them contribute 
to the actual making of character; 
all of them emphasize what orig- 
inally may have been a minor and 
passing phase. 


Are you labeling your children? 
Do you pass snap judgments on 
your nieces, nephews, children of 
friends—perhaps grandchildren? 
Have you accepted certain char- 
acteristics as unchangeable, rigid 
qualities that will never be dif- 
ferent or modified? If Johnny was 
sickly in his early years, it’s all too 
easy to keep up the habit of treat- 
ing him asa sickly child, even when 
he’s 14 and healthy and is dying to 
try out for tackle on the team. 

We—all of us—have to look at 
children with unclouded eyes from 
day to day, seeing them as they 
are, not as they were yesterday or as 
we have always taken for granted 
they will be tomorrow. 

We have to soft-pedal their fail- 
ures and assure them that what 
didn’t work once may work an- 
other time, or if it doesn’t, there 
will be something else that will. 


Labels are dangerous things. 
Many a talent and many a fine 
personality trait has been sup- 
pressed and lost because a child 
has been convinced that he can’t 
“change his nature.’ And it is 
human to cherish almost any kind 
of label that makes people aware of 
us as individuals. If admirable 
qualities are not allowed to com- 
mand attention, then roughness, 
meanness, or trickery may be used 
as a substitute. 

As we look under the labels with 
which we have covered our chil- 
dren, we may find with surprise 
priceless qualities and challenging 
hopes and dreams begging for our 
guidance and encouragement, wait- 
ing for the clear vision and honest 
appraisal that should be ours as 
parents and as friends. In so doing 
we may learn to look with new 
clarity on ourselves as well, and 
find that under our own labels we 
have been letting many of our bet- 
ter potentialities lie undeveloped.

H.. often do you use tire chains? “Only 


a few times a year,” you tell yourself when 
you debate whether you should buy a new 
pair. “Only when I am desperate,” you say 


or of waiting in line to have it done at a 
service station. 

So you take a chance. You inch your 
way up slight grades, slide when the traffic 
light changes, and grip the wheel hoping 
you'll stop before you put a $50-deductible 
dent in your grill. 

Biggest bugbear in mounting chains has 
always been the inside lock, which is hard 
to see and harder to reach. A bright young 
man has now come along with a chain that 
has only one lock and it’s on the outside. A 
little heft is required to pull the rubber- 
encased spring-steel-wire inner section over 
the tire, but you don’t have to jack up your 
car—if yours has sensible fenders—and 
you don’t have to grope for the fastener. 
Hold the rubber-encased “ring” of the chain hori- 
zontal with the open end away from you and with the 
conventional side chain and cross links hanging down

weed killers for 1953 


Two new products to control unwanted vegetation are 
scheduled for general distribution this year. 

One contains crude borax, ground and screened, 
which has proved an excellent weed killer for drives 
and walks. The federal government has used _ this 
material under blacktop and thin concrete toppings 
on airfields. Where such surfaces are not treated, 
weeds frequently grow right through the paving. 
On walks and drives, one treatment lasts up to two 
years. 

The second product also contains borax, but is 
mixed with sodium chlorate. This destroys vegetation 
overnight. Sodium chlorate, always considered an ef- 
fective nonselective weed killer, went out of use be- 
cause of the high fire hazard involved. When mixed 
with borax, a fireproofing material, it is safe to use. 


chemicals to aid gardener 


A new fungicide, no more poisonous to man than com- 
mon table salt, has proved highly effective against a 
wide variety of fungus diseases in plants. Called 406 
because it was the 406th compound in a series of 2,000 
new chemicals, it will be introduced in 1953. Several 
manufacturers will market it, all using the 406 symbol 
to identify the active ingredient. 

The new compound has proved so effective against 
apple scab that Eastern orchards hope to match the 
marvelous, scab-free color of Western apples. It is 
effective against a long list of other plant fungi. As a 
seed treatment, it has substantially increased the 
stands of many garden and lawn seeds. 


Many-purpose dust to be introduced 










One of the most practical single-shot dusts for the 
home garden seems to be a combination of zineb, a 
zinc-base fungicide, and methoxychlor, a less poison- 
ous relative of DDT. It controls most fungus diseases 
found on garden vegetables and also kills common 
garden pests, including aphids and others not touched 
by DDT.

Roses respond to light 


Rose plants may be able to use more light than they 
get under ordinary growing conditions. Tests at 
Michigan State College showed production of more 
roses per plant when a light-reflective mulch was used 
to increase the light on the undersides of leaves 

I'he mulch used in the tests was a white, porcelain- 
like frit (see August, 1952, Better Homes G Gardens). 
Rose growers who like to experiment might try using 
bright straw or other light-colored mulches until hor- 
ticultural frit is commercially available.

I you've ever dreamed of finding treasure—-gloxinias 
are that kind of dream come true. There’s no explaining 
why it took the introduction of some new hybrids recently 
to waken most indoor gardeners to their charm 

If you want to start growing gloxinias from seed, you 
can do that. Most of us are too impatient; we prefer 
making our start by buying tubers. From tubers you get 
flowers sooner than you do when starting from seeds, off- 
sets from a friend’s plant, or by rooting leaves. 

But the choice is yours. 

Modern gloxinias are wonderfully big. They’ve come a 
long way from the tight, small biooms your great-grand- 
mother may have cherished. And how they produce! 
From a thriving plant you may get as many as 30—even 
40— wide-open bells of glorious color. 

And if you give them what they need, you can save 
your gloxinias from year to year, store them easily as 
dormant tubers. Requirements are slightly elastic. 
Gloxinias resent drafts, do best where there’s humidity 
in the air and the temperature stays in the 60s. They 
need good light but cannot stand sunscalding. 

Gloxinias need room. The big hairy leaves can stand 
no more bumping or rough handling than can those of 
their close relatives--the African-violets. Leaves on 
different plants also vary in size. Some can be covered 
with the hand of a 5-year-old child. Some may grow to 
10 inches across and 14 long. All are highly decorative

While you ll find that both African-violets and 
gloxinitas will grow well in soils mixed to dif 
ferent proportions, all recipes add up to an 
open porous soil. Basic elements are good gar 
den topsoil, sand, and leafmold or fine peat. 

Mix well approximately 3 parts of topsoil 
with 1 part sand, and 2 of the finely broken 
peat or leafmold. Charcoal bits are optional 


Like African-violets, gloxinias grow and look 
their best when kept where there 1s good, 
strong light but where no burning sun strikes 
their leaves or CrISPs the edges of thet Nou ers. 

For gloxinias an east window ts splendid. 
Or, if you want them where the sun pours in al 
noon, have a curtain, a slat or bamboo blind 


you can lower, when needed to break the heat. 


Gloxinias need careful watering, just as the 
popular relatives do. Keep water off the large 
hairy leaves and avoid ring spols. 

Use tepid water except on cold days, when 
really warm water can be poured on soil on 
into saucers. Never pour water over or into the 


furry gloxinia crowns. 


Though you'll need a larger container for it, 
gloxinias are just as easy to increase by root 
ing leaves as African-violets are. 

Suspend each leaf with only ts stem in 
water. Or you can prop up the leaf, its stem 
buried, in wet sand or vermiculite. See page 
116 for pictured directions on how to cut the 
leaves, how to handle whole rooling process.

separate colors and named varieties 





Depending upon your source, gloxinia tubers like these can be 
bought from December through March. Tubers should feel hard 
when squeezed, Remnant of last year’s stem, and maybe a pinkish 
new growth, should show on upper side. Leave roots attached 





Because rot is the greatest hazard, you'll do well to start: your 
gloxinia tubers in some medium which you can be sure will not 
become waterlogged. Here, a tuber with a fresh tip showing ts 
surrounded by moistened expanded mica until fresh roots start

As top expands, water a 
gloxinia often enough to 
keep soil damp. Apply 
next to pot rim, not direct- 
ly on the plant. 

Use water of room tem- 
perature. For better than 
average growth, give plant 
food in solution every two 
weeks. At no time exceed 
amount recommended in 
the printed directions of 
the manufacturer. 


After your gloxinia has 
bloomed, it will gradually 
go limp, thus showing 
that it is ready for a rest. 
With a sharp knife, cut 
off leafy top as pictured. 

Use care not to cut stem 
too low or to gouge into 
the tuber. Pot and all can 
be set away in a dry, cool 

not freezing — spot for 
several months.

How to start new plants from leaves 


Rooting gloxinia leaves 
varies a little from method 
found good for African- 
violets and begonias. 

Slide your knife down 
along a leaf stem to where 
it is firm and hard, close 
to the crown. 

Any leaf that’s a good, 
fresh green may be used. 
Results are uniformly bet- 
ter if plant is in blossom. 


Single leaves can be han- 
dled in water, sticking the 
stem through a cover of 
waxed paper. But several 
are easily handled in a 
single pot. Lean against 
rim of pot, stems buried 
to leaf blades. 

Fill, as shown, with ex- 
panded mica or with clean 
washed sand. If leaves are 
very large, prop each one 
erect with a blunt, wooden 
picnic spoon, 


If rooted in unfertile sand 
or mica, transfer to pot 
filled with loose, moder- 
ately rich soil just as soon 
as stem-end = callus is 
formed and roots start to 
show distinctly. 

Keep out of sun for a 
day or two. Use tepid wa- 
ter applied next to pot rim 
as often as necessary to 


keep soil damp.

Peg, rib side down, on 
wet sand in box or pot 
covered with glass. Small 
tubers will form where the 
ribs were cut.
